I  reflect  on  the  good  times  we  had  at  the  student-faculty  administrative  retreat  when 
we  rode  on  the  bus  to  Maryville,  Tennessee  and  enjoyed  a  weekend  of  meetings  and 
cheering  our  Bulldog  football  team  on  to  victory  and  all  the  good  experiences  we  had 
on  the  long  bus  ride  over  and  back.  I  reflect  on  the  good  exchanges  we  have  had  with 
meetings  in  the  dorm  rooms  with  students  from  all  walks  of  campus  life,  and  the  month- 
ly meetings  with  the  student  leadership  in  the  President's  Forum.  These  and  a  host 
of  other  direct  experiences  with  our  students  form  memories  which  are  etched  indelibly 
in  my  mind. 

For  all  of  this,  and  much,  much  more,  I  am  deeply  grateful.  It  is  a  wonderful  joy  to  serve 
as  president  of  this  fine  institution.

Coach  Ian  MacConnachie,  in  his  third  season  at  the  Wingate  helm, 
believes  "the  key  is  how  well  they  blend  together  once  they  understand 
each  other."  Coach  MacConnachie  experienced  a  strong  recruiting  year 
with  12  new  faces  joining  the  Bulldogs,  led  by  Essex  Community  College 
(MD)  transfer  Dan  Mclntyre  (jr.,  Baltimore,  MD) ,  a  tough  defender 
from  the  fullback  position.

Coach  Johnny  Jacumin,  138-66  overall  in 
seven  seasons  at  the  helm  of  Wingate's  wom- 
en's basketball  program,  is  very  optimistic 
about  the  1987-88  season.  Wingate  was  29-4 
(14-2  in  the  Carolinas  Conference  and  19-3 
in  NAIA  District  26)  last  season,  winning  the 
conference,  district,  and  NAIA  Bi-District 
XII  championships  and  advancing  to  NAIA 
National  Tournament  quarterfinals  for  the 
second  year  in  a  row  while  compiling  the  best 
record  in  school  history.
